spinted and moving tnarch and rally de- 
mnuding the release of American Indian 
Mo vemen t (ALM} activists imprisoned 
throughmit the United States. 

In particiilar, the demoimration focused on 
the case of Paul Skyhorse and Richard 
Mohawk, two ALM leaders falsely accused of 
mnrder in racist Ventura County, Related 
demands put forth at the rally inoluded: 

•Stop alt FBI and repreasive attaeks on 
Indian people: and 

•Support selLdeiermination, sovereigrty 
and independente for Indian Niilions. 

ALso. organizers of the demonslratiön 
annnunced that they are going lo begin a major 
drive to petiUon President Carter to establish a 
National Indian bidicinl Reviow Committee to 
re view the case 5 of many Native American 
people victimi^ed by the American courts, 
and to grant pardons for shose unjusily 
tcicarcemiêd.

Elaine Brown, chnirperson of the Black 
Panther Pnrtyi Dennis Banks, mUiomri AlM 
leader and presently an mstructor at D-Q 
Univéraity in Da vis.

Leopizzi sonlenced Carter, a 
farmer number One middlewdghl 
boxing contender, to two con- 
sócutivc lifè term® and one 
concurrent life term Artis re- 
cciived throe concurrent life 
le mis.

I - Fflllowïïig a 
week s recess to allow K,d Hanra- 
han io set up his fledglmg 
campnign For mayor of Chicago. 
the man feit by many as being 
personally respontibte for the 
murders of F red Homp lor. anti 
Mark Clark, fïnally took the stand 
last week ii; the ccdebmtéd $47 7 
millïon civil lawsuit Ried by the 
Hnmpton-Clark families. 

The scenario that folio wed. 
despïte constant squabbling be- 
tween defensê attorneys and the 
trio! jüdgr. is rssential to the 
plalntiffs* contention, that fc-dernl. 
state and lobal officials conspirod 
to destroy the Black Panther 
Party and murder I Vud Kampten 
and Mark Clark as pari of the 
FBI'» COINTF’LPRO operatkm 
In I9b9. while the FBI. througb 
lts informant Willtam Q’Neal, 
ga the red informalion, inc loding a 
diagram of the apartmênt where 
Fred Hampton lived, with an X 
morking the spot where be slept, 
and made theïr plans, F.dward 
llanrahall, as Cook County 
state’* aCtnrr.oy, was involved in 
his ow]-, pri%-ale war with Fred 
Kampten and the Black Panther 
Party. Kor Haorahan. whose 
fioliticid base w\is in Lhv * «nAh- 
western and noith western por- 
tious of the city. support from 
Chicago’s Black eommunity 
wiil be v i tal for nr.y fulure 
politicaI campaign he may wantte 
launch. 


And so, through the pew-qr he 
held as state s altorney and with 
the usoof the poJice furce* he had 
at his disposal» Hartrahan 
launched his own w ar on crime. 

Bul Kred Kampten, more than 
six months bofore his unUmely 
death, identifieti Kamahan as an 
enemy nf the Black and op- 
pressed eommunity in bis self- 
proclaimed role as ehief entereer 
In fact. F red pointeti out. Chicago 
was quickly developing a sophis¬ 


ticated policé state apparatus and 
Hanrahan was leading thé Hand- 
wagon. Dtiring this period m 
Chicago. the two DeSoto brothers 
were murderetl by poliee: the 
pangs who had taken o move 
loward soeial change and social 
itetion and who had participated 
in winning gains ter Black peopte 
in the city s segregated eonstruc- 
lion Union, were under violent 
nttack by the Gang IntelHgenCé 
Unit, spurred on by Kanrahan; 
and. of course. the attaclcs 
against the Progressive survival 
programs and espedalK the 
Break kt si for ChOtiren Program 
of the Black Panther Party which 
wereaitheirheight. 

Hanrahan s missten al thts 
time, according to hts own vrofds 
laken from grand jury teslïmony 
May -l, 1970, and read into the 
record lasl week: 

" And they iried te demonstrate 
throughout the eommunity the 
interests of the state s atterney > 
office in working wuth those 
persons who soughi te do some- 
thing to mamtain a civiUzed. safe 
society in the secliOns of our city 
w^here most of the féar of crime 
occtirs, 

And in doing that werk. we 
have realUed that our major 
problom is te ctnnbat and over- 
comé an ttpolire. an ligev emm e nt 

propaganda repeaiedly and pro- 

fesstenally tssued by the Black 
Panther Pmty ti was the nes uit of 
that awareness thttl ihis incident 
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Jn Memoriam

EX-COPEXPOSES RACISM IN 
BIRMINGHAM POLICE DEPARTMENT 


I Birmingham. AlnA - In some 
of the most powerfu] lestünony 
heard ia this dty in recent time», 
ex-Birmingham police office r 
frank Hom described ia great 
detail tbc* racism, brutality and 
corruption of the Birmingham 
Police Department at o meeting 
on "Problems of Police Conduct 
and 1‘omnmnity Response 

AccoTding to Hom. he had 
return ed from Vietnam in the 
mid-fipQs to find that Birmingham 
slill had no Black police officers 
He was determined to become Ihe 
firsl and prove ihai it coold be 
done, In Pebrimry, 1965. Hom 
took the qüalifying exam and 
scored % per cent. A score of 70 
per cent was required bul none- 
theless Hom was foreed to take 
the test a second time to prove 
that he had not cheated. The 
second time. he scored 98 per 
ce n t a nd wa s forc ed to t uk e t he te st 
a third time. This time. hg scored 
99 per cent and was fln&lly plaóed 
on the eligible rolI. 

However. he w r as not called for 
seven months alihoügh he clearly 
had the highest qualifyïng scon* 
He later found ooi that this was 
because he was being investi- 
gnted throughout hts community 
by the police. When the itivesti- 
gntion demonstrated thitó Ifhrtii 
w as "quülified Lo become a police 
ofücer. " he was then quizzed 
about whether he was a mertïber 
of the MAACP. SCLC. or aoy 
similor group. Mthough he was a 
momber of several organUattons. 
he hid this fact, was given n 
badge and a gun, and pul into 
action as an undercover agent for

the vice squad all on the same 
day and without ever receiving a 
minute’s worth of training. 

During this time. Hom came to 
realize that. “Most of the illegal 
vice places in Birmingham are 
ef Heien tly run by the police 
department. They help in return 
for a monthly saLary. \ou call it n 
hribe. lint it s too much money to 
cafï a hribe. I call it a salary. " 

He recalied several specific 
incidents that took place. One 
time, he was sent into a shot 
house ia private house that 
illegally séïls lïquori by two 
White cops O nee inside he was 
to moke a purchnse and then 
report into a hid den radio that the 
ol her two cops s hou ld "come on 
in, É ' 

He was let off al the corner but 
hy accident he walked into the 
"‘wrong shot house. He made 
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his purchase and w'hispered 
'coroe on in” into the radio 
hidden in his belt. The offlcers 
went to the other shot house first 
and when they couldn t find Hom 
there they re&Jized that he must 
have gon€ f into the other shot 
house — the “wrong” one 
because they we re being paid off 
there, 

U'hen the cops walked into this 
wrong shot house, they were 
greeted by the customers, got 
Hom. and left without ever 
making any arresls Horn says, 
Then f begon to understand how 
things worked and when I refused 
lo coopcrate, l begon to get into 
trouble/' 

Afler nine months as an 
undercover a geril. Hom w r os 
fïnally given some training and 
put on the streets in ,1 patrol car, 
But this didn't work too wel! 
because he still refused to play 
the game. As a result he was 
plnced in the Public Relations 
Bureau of the police department 
and was supposed to go arnund 
espiïiining to people. especially 
Black people, how fme a job the 
Birmingham Police Department 
was doing. But onot^ again Hom 
proved that he had trouble fitting 
in — he toïd the truth. He says: 
“When peopïe nsked me if there 
was police brutality, I said * s ure 
l thought that we needed to clean 
our own house first, The police 
chief and cops hated me wirh a 
pass ion becuuse t refused to he. 
My house was constanily called 
and l would always check under 
the bood of my car for a bomb 
w henever I lefl the house. 

Hom then went on to describe 
various incidents of specifk acts 
of nac.ism and brutolilv that he

] was surprised at not seeing 
him where he had last been 
standing r so I said, " Where is 
he?

Muchof Jensen s cross-exame 
nation had contmual reference to 
officia! reporls and documents.

Keatitng n 
report thaL is fïled in some record 
system and stomped with an 
official seal of ap pro vul can be 
very impressive: the printed page 
somehow suggests that w r hfitever 
is described represents the iruth, 
that it fofthfully describes whftt 
took place. And so, when .lensen 
brought up official police testi- 
mony of what had happened to 
me in the past - in arrest*, in 
courts, in various trials — he 
thought he was offering the jury 
proof of my violent and crime-

Hut, for from distressmg or 
embarrassing me, evory one of 
bis chalk nges presented a ch&nce 
to teil the jury what had really 
taken place and to describe them 
in the larger context of what life ia 
like for black peeplu in this 
country. In this way, I was able to 
demoiistrate hnw the police had 
harassed the Black Panihers and 
looked for every opportunity thcy 
could to arrest lis and destrov our 
organiïation 

To give Jensen credit, he did 
not miss very much. Hut I 
countered every piece of ‘offi¬ 
cial evidence with an explana- 
tinn that went bevond words on a 
page. And I think the jury came to 
uudersiand Ihat no official docu¬ 
ment ever contains the whole 
truth Kvents are dictated by a 
number of mitigaling circum- 
stances and a whole system of 
values and customs that ican 
oever be conveyed in print. 

.lensen made another mistake 
by exmuining some of my 
speeches and writings and read- 
inc mto them exhortnüons to 
violence. On this tack he quickly 
gut out of his depth: he did not

It wüs realized th:it the 
establishment of a political organizatjon was 
the most effective woy by which the polit iciïHv 
consrimis dements of our society eould co me 
into direct and constant contact with the braad 
massos of our people to give artjculaLe 
expreszon to their problems, asplrations and 
hopes. Tfous. SWAPO was fomned on April 16, 
[^170, as a concrete response to thnt 
fundn mental need. 

Mooting SWAPO fïrmly an the Namibian 
society camo to be the mam taak during the 
earfy hnlfof the IfHïDs, 

Since the system of contract labor hos been 
and continue* In be one of the most bkatant 
monifestaüons of mlonmJ oppresskm in 
Namibië. it was feit eSsenliaL to irptialiv roeit 
the mnvemeni in the worktTS section of the 
popukitmn This close Identification of our 
movêment with the intorests of the telling 
massts of Namibian people is one of the main 
factors which ex pinins the resilicnce of our 
movement when comp&red to other antkolo- 
nial groups which emtrged in Namibia and 
have (*ïther coHapsed ot remnined paper 
organiztitions.

•All political pri&oner* must be releosed on 
Robben IsJand and elsewhcre 

*AU politica! exiïes. of whatevftr political 
ófganizaiion, must be allo wed freely to return 
Ui thair country without fear of arrent or 
vktjmrzation 

•South Africa must commit hersolf to the 
removal of her pobce and nrmy and stop usir.g 
Namibia u* «a base for aggression against 
neighhciring, independent African countries, 


•Any constitutional talk^ on Namibia must 
takc place under United Nnttons supervision, 
and should aim at the holding nf free dections 
in Namibia under United Nations supervkiou 
and controh 

To this end, we wïll continue to fight on and 
mti-nsify the libanition alruggle both jjoliticfllly 
and militarily in order to obligo South Africa to 
abandon her design tn tuipose a weak puppet 
confitkration of nantustans, ü confederation 
inctipahk? of contrediciing orders from Pre¬ 
toria .

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6,000 Soweto Students Burn Textbooks 
in Renewed School Protest 


I Joh &ii nesburg* South Africa I - Singing "We 
ShutE Overcome/’ some ti.OOO Black high 
schooi students in Soweto ^township," 
refusing to take their final «xaminatkms, 
burned their schoot textbooks in huge bonfires 
last week as they mtensified their saven- 
nicïnth-old protest over the grnssly unequal 
educational system provided for Azaniuns in 
South Africa.

STUDENT DEMONSTRATUS 

Student demonstrütors, <irgimized by the 
Soweto Students ïïepresentative Council — the 
group which led the initial Soweto uprisings 
lost Juue protesting the forced usage of the 
Uutch Afrikaans Inngu&ge in'the '*township b 
schools — urged students nottotoke their finnl 
exammations» postponed by last yenr s pre¬ 


tests, because they have nol had adequate time 
lo prepare for thern, Soweto schools reopened 
in January. In ad dit ion, demands that arreated 
student leaders be rdeased and that education 
in Azanian schools be upgraded have not been 
met by the governmant.
